CHANGES  TO  DOG  STATUTES 

House  Bill  1422 

Effective  January  1, 1995 

•  Local  veterinarians  will  be  sending  notice  of  rabies  inoculation  for  those  dog  and 
cat  owners  residing  in  your  town. 

•  Clerks  are  responsible  for  comparing  these  dog  rabies  certificates  with  their  licensed 
dogs  and  in  turn  notifying  those  owners  who  have  not  licensed  their  dog  of  the  law. 
Clerks  should  update  any  appropriate  information  on  licensed  dogs. 

Clerks  should  send  a  courtesy  notice  to  an  owner  of  an  unlicensed  dog  giving  them  an 
appropriate  amount  of  time  to  come  in  and  license  the  dog. 

•  Rabies  verifications  for  cats  may  be  turned  over  to  the  health  depaitment  or  local  law 
enforcement  agencies. 

•  Owners  of  group  licenses  are  now  required  to  provide  proof  of  rabies  inoculation  for 
every  dog  they  own. 

•  Civil  forfeitures  for  unlicensed  dogs  increase  from  $15.00  to  $25.00. 

•  Clerks  are  responsible  for  following  up  on  those  owners  who  have  not  responded  to 
their  courtesy  letter  by  either  notifying  their  local  law  enforcement  agency  or  mailing 
civil  forfeiture  notices. 

•  A  civil  forfeiture  notice  gives  a  dog  owner  96  hours  to  come  in  and  pay  a  $25.00 
forfeiture  or  the  local  law  enforcement  officer  will  be  notified  to  issue  a  summons  to 
district  or  municipal  court. 

•  Clerks  cannot  charge  the  $25.00  civil  forfeiture  charge  without  providing  written 
notice  to  the  dog  owner  in  the  form  of  a  civil  forfeiture. 

•  Clerks  on  fees  should  retain  an  additional  $.50  from  the  dog  license  revenue  for  their 
compensation.  This  amount  results  in  a  reduction  to  the  town's  revenue. 

•  Clerks  may  authorize  police  departments,  animal  control  officers  or  a  humane  society 
to  issue  licenses.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

In  calendar  year  1994,  our  three  (3)  leading  causes  of  fire  were  No  Permit,  Children  and 
Rekindles  of  fires  where  the  fire  was  not  properly  extinguished. 

Violations  of  RS  A  224:27  II,  the  fire  permit  law,  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail. 
Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Fire  Officials,  contact 
your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required.  This  also  helps  to 
prevent  unnecessary  response  to  a  controlled  burn.

The  complaints  for  this  year  run  about  the  same  as  last  year's,  with  few  changes.  Reported 
illegal  dumpings  were  down  this  year.  The  few  trash  dumpings  reported  were  taken  care  of 
by  the  Highway  Department. 

I  want  to  take  this  time  to  ask  that  if  someone  has  a  complaint  for  the  PoUce  Department, 
that  it  is  essential  that  you  report  it  at  once.  If  you  wait  until  you  see  me  a  week  later  at  the 
Town  Hall,  there  is  little  that  I  can  do  about  it.  As  in  the  past  years,  I  have  made  everybody 
aware  that  I  carry  a  pager  and  can  be  contacted  24  hours  a  day,  at  least  for  a  phone  call.  If 
I  am  not  available  to  respond  to  your  call,  I  will  appoint  someone  else  from  this  department 
or  call  the  State  Police  in.  Don't  wait  until  the  next  day  because  you  don't  want  to  bother  me 
in  the  middle  of  the  night.  THAT'S  WHAT  YOU  PAY  ME  FOR.  Time  and  proper  reporting 
of  problems  are  the  only  way  this  department  can  solve  crime,  and  know  which  parts  of  town 
have  what  types  of  problems.  In  the  past  people  have  come  to  me  on  the  street,  and  asked  why 
I  don't  do  more  patrol.  The  reported  auto  speeding  complaints  that  I  receive  are  few.  My 
records  in  the  past  few  years  do  not  warrant  a  lot  of  patrols,  so  I  focus  my  efforts  in  the  areas 
that  are  reported.  However,  this  department  does  do  patrols  off  and  on  all  year  for  short  times. 
If  a  complaint  comes  in  we  respond.  Then  we  check  most  of  the  rest  of  the  town  for  other 
problems.

Last  year  the  91 1  listings  were  completed.  Learn  the  new  number  of  your  house  and  the 
proper  street  name.  This  will  assist  us  in  finding  you  in  a  timely  manner.  The  State  Police 
also  will  have  a  copy  of  the  new  listing,  and  it  will  be  the  only  thing  they  will  use  in  the  future. 

PISTOL  PERMITS 

AppUcations  may  be  obtained  in  the  Selectmen's  Office,  or  by  calling  me,  or  seeing  me 
on  Monday  nights  during  selectmen's  hours.  As  of  January  1,  1994  the  State  has  changed 
the  fee  from  $4.00  for  2  years  to  $10.00  for  4  years.  Please  allow  14  days  for  processing. 

GRANT 

This  past  year  I  was  able  to  write  a  grant  to  obtain  a  pickup  truck  that  I  an  now  using  as 
the  cruiser.  With  the  selectmen's  permission  I  was  able  to  obtain  this  at  no  cost  to  the 
taxpayer.  This  vehicle  is  a  1977  Dodge  M80  4-wheel  drive  with  low  mileage.  As  with  any 
vehicle  there  will  have  to  be  upkeep  and  maintenance.  This  vehicle  will  be  marked,  and 
currently  is  now  equipped  with  radio,  siren  and  blue  lights,  and  other  emergency  equipment. 
Due  to  the  articles  in  the  paper  about  females  getting  stopped  and  accosted  by  people  with 
dash  mounted  blue  lights,  the  legislature  is  writing  a  law  that,  in  the  next  year  or  so,  will  make 
it  illegal  for  ANY  police  officer  to  use  his  private  vehicle  to  do  ANY  type  of  police  work. 
Also,  this  vehicle  will  assist  me  to  get  to  area  where  I  was  not  able  to  go  before.  This  past 
year  this  vehicle  was  registered  and  insured  from  the  present  police  budget,  just  so  we  could 
put  it  in  service  as  soon  as  possible.  This  year,  I  would  like  to  ask  the  town  to  pay  for  the 
insurance  on  the  cruiser,  and  the  repairs  and  maintenance  will  continue  to  come  from  the 
present  budget. 
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ANIMAL  COMPLAINTS 

This  year  another  part-time  Certified  Officer/Animal  Control  Officer  has  been  added  to 
the  department.  Her  name  is  Tracy  Collier.  She  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Monadnock  Region 
Humane  Society  and  is  trained  in  animal  complaints  and  current  laws  about  animals.  She  has 
the  equipment  to  deal  with  all  domestic  animals.  She  is  a  Certified  Officer  and  can  double 
as  a  backup,  or  a  first  responder  when  the  other  officers  are  not  available.  She  is  cunently 
the  Chief  of  Police  in  the  Town  of  Sullivan,  and  also  has  programs  available  at  the  Humane 
Society  Shelter  to  assist  with  training  in  the  proper  care  of  animals.  There  is  some  financial 
assistance  available  for  medical  care  for  animals  (including  spaying/neutering)  for  people 
who  qualify  financially.  (Information  is  available  from  the  MRHS  Shelter  at  352-90 11.) 

THIS  AGAIN  IS  AT  NO  COST  TO  THE  TAXPAYER.  Since  I  assist  her  with  some  of 
her  duties  in  Sullivan,  it  is  a  trade-off. 

TOWN  ORDINANCES 

This  year  I  will  attempt  to  implement  some  much  needed  ordinances.  These  ordinances 
are  to  assist  selectmen  in  the  future  for  planning  for  growth  of  the  town.  Some  of  these  are 
not  necessary  now,  but  will  be  in  the  future.  The  following  below  will  be  explained  at  the 
town  meeting. 

1.  Revision  of  junk  cars 

2.  To  allow  selectmen  to  post  areas  or  install  signs  as  needed 

3.  No  Parking  policy 

4.  Removal  of  abandoned  vehicles 

5.  Speed  limits 

6.  Unnecessary  noise  from  vehicles 

7.  Alcoholic  beverages  (possession  of,  open  containers,  consumption  of) 

These  ordinances  should  be  passed  to  assist  the  selectmen,  not  to  alter  the  freedom  of  the 
taxpayer.  Due  to  the  liabilities  that  the  town  faces  day  to  day,  should  keep  the  little  things 
we  don't  think  of  every  day  in  line,  before  they  become  big  problems  that  will  take  a  lot  of 
time  and  money  to  rectify. 

CALLING  FOR  AN  OFFICER 

When  calling  to  speak  with  a  specific  officer  (and  it  is  not  an  emergency),  ask  for  that 
officer  by  name.  That  specific  officer  will  return  your  call  as  soon  as  s/he  is  available.  If  it 
is  an  emergency,  and  you  require  a  response  right  away,  do  not  ask  for  the  officer  by  name. 
Advise  the  dispatcher  that  you  need  to  see  an  officer  at  once.  If  the  Roxbury  Police 
Department  does  not  have  anyone  available,  the  State  Police  will  be  contacted.  This  will  cut 
down  on  any  unnecessary  delay. 

I  again  will  be  looking  forward  to  serving  you  in  the  upcoming  year.  I  want  to  thank  the 
selectmen  and  the  town  clerk  for  their  continuing  support.  As  I  have  mentioned  before,  if 
you  have  any  questions  or  concerns,  feel  free  to  contact  me.  No  matter  how  minor  in  nature 
it  is  to  you,  it  may  assist  us  in  something  we  are  already  working  on  that  you  may  not  know 
about.  I  have  a  paging  system  through  the  dispatch  center  and  can  be  contacted  anytime.

March  8, 1994 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Moderator  David  Gregory  at  7: 10  p.m.  Selectmen  Richard 
Whipple,  Thomas  Benson,  and  Peter  Stuhlsatz  were  present.  Of  137  registered  voters,  42  cast 
votes. 

Selectman  for  Three  Years:  39  votes  cast.  Peter  Stuhlsatz  received  38  votes.  Ken 
Keating  go  1  vote.  Peter  Stuhlsatz  re-elected. 

Town  Treasurer:  30  votes  cast.  Sandra  LaPlante  received  28  votes.  Restscatter.  Sandra 
LaPlante  re-elected. 

Tax  Collector:  42  votes  cast.  Marika  Stuhlsatz  received  42  votes.  Marika  Stuhlsatz  re- 
elected. 

Town  Clerk:  42  votes  cast.  Marika  Stuhlsatz  received  42  votes.  Marika  Stuhlsatz  re- 
elected. 

Auditor:  24  votes  cast.  David  Gregory  received  22  votes.  Restscatter.  David  Gregory 
re-elected. 

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds:  26  votes  cast.  Fred  White  received  20  votes.  The  remaining 
were  scatter.  Fred  White  re-elected. 

Sexton:  42  votes  cast.  Steve  Yardley  received  42  votes.  Steve  Yardley  elected. 

Article  2:  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges  for 
the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.  Appropriations:  $15,450.  Motion 
carried. 

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,700.00  for 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Police  Department.  Motion  carried. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  for 
Town  Welfare  and  Emergency  Assistance  of  Town  Poor.  Motion  carried. 

Article  5:  To  see  if  The  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  for 
expenses  and  maintenance  of  the  Fire  Department.  Motion  carried. 

Article  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00  for 
upkeep  of  the  cemeteries.  Motion  carried.  A  resident  voiced  concern  of  the  overgrowth 
needing  to  be  checked  as  it  is  taking  over  the  graves  again.  Steve  Yardley,  the  Sexton,  who 
was  presnt  agreed  to  take  care  of  the  problem. 

Article  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  and  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  $900.00  for  interest  expenses.  Motion 
carried. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  100.00  for 
a  contingency  fund.  Motion  carried. 
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Article  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $11, 500. 00 
for  summer  and  winter  maintenance.  Motion  carried.  Discussion:  Selectmen  noted  that  the 
taring  of  roads  planned  for  the  summer  of  93  was  postponed  so  that  Park  Construction,  in 
town  to  install  Keene's  new  water  pipes,  could  put  new  culverts  and  repair  some  drainage 
problems  on  Middletown  Rd.  Also  while  it  has  been  a  very  snowy  winter,  our  winter  road 
funds  still  seem  sufficient. 

Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $257.00  to 
support  the  Mental  Health  Service  Program  of  Monadnock  Family  and  Mental  Health 
Service.  Motion  carried. 

Article  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2 1 ,079.00 
for  highway  construction  and  reconstruction.  Selectmen's  Comment:  These  funds  for 
expenditure  are  designated  to  the  Town  through  the  Highway  Block  Grant  Fund.  The 
appropriation  does  not  affect  your  tax  rate,  but  to  be  properly  expended  a  vote  is  required. 
Motion  carried.  Discussion  followed  regarding  planned  summer  road  improvement  projects 
for  Davis  and  Middletown  roads.  Branch  Rd.  is  a  State  maintained  road. 

Article  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $450.00  as 
the  Town's  planning  expenses  and  its  share  of  expenses  for  the  operation  of  the  Southwestern 
N.H.  Regional  planning  Commission.  These  funds  to  be  used  for  financing  the  staff, 
operation  expenses,  planning  studies,  technical  assistance  and  other  programs  of  the 
commission.  These  funds  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  other  State  and  Federal  Funds 
available  for  planning  purposes.  Motion  carried. 

Article  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $19,100.00 
to  be  paid  for  dump  privileges  in  the  Town  of  Marlborough.  Selectmen's  Note:  This  charge 
is  based  on  our  use  of  the  Dump  and  the  cost  to  maintain  as  well  as  eventually  close  the  Dump. 
Motion  carried.  Discussion  followed.  Selectmen  said  that  hoped  this  would  be  the  high  point 
of  spending  for  the  closure  of  the  landfill.  In  answer  to  a  resident's  question  selectmen  said 
we  do  not  have  regular  permanent  representation  on  Marlborough's  landfill  policy  sessions 
but  anyone  from  Town  is  free  to  sit  in  and  observe  on  their  meetings.  Also  the  feeling  was 
voiced  and  generally  agreed  upon  that  it  is  everyone's  responsibility  to  reduce  waste. 

Article  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,650.00 
as  its  fair  share  of  stand-by  costs  for  the  use  of  the  City  of  Keene's  Ambulance  service. 
Motion  carried. 

Article  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $135.00  to 
support  the  meals  program  of  the  Community  Kitchen,  Inc.  Motion  carried.  Discussion: 
While  there  was  general  support  for  this  expenditure,  residents  questioned  the  figures  the 
Kitchen  used  to  arrive  at  our  contribution.  Thirty-five  people  seemed  high  and  the  Selectmen 
said  they  would  ask  the  Kitchen  where  they  got  this  figure  since  no  questions  are  asked  of  the 
people  being  served  meals. 
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Article  16:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  come  before  said  meeting. 

Selectmen  on  behalf  of  the  Townspeople  thanked  Bonnie  Insull  for  her  work  on 
renumbering  the  houses  in  Town  for  the  new  91 1  address  system. 

Selectmen  again  were  asked  to  look  into  joining  the  N.H.  Municipal  Association. 

Selectmen  reported  that  in  Nov,  of  93  the  State  Lands  and  Tax  Appeals  Board  heard  the 
case  of  Keen's  protest  of  their  assessment  and  found  that  our  assessment  of  Keen  lands  was 
fair.  Keene  also  lost  their  appeal  for  a  re-hearing  and  did  not  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court. 
Keene  is  now  reviewing  other  options.  They  did  ask  for  an  abatement  of  their  property  tax 
which  the  Selectmen  denied  as  they  have  every  year  since  1990.  Keene  may  decide  to  sell 
some  parcels  which  are  on  Middletown  Rd.  and  outside  the  watershed  areas.  The  Selectmen 
are  still  willing  to  reduce  their  assessment  if  they  would  agree  to  a  written  guarantee  giving 
up  development  rights.  Tax  bills  went  our  late  this  year  because  we  waited  the  result  of  the 
Appeal  which  could  affect  our  Tax  Rate.  As  of  this  date  Keene  has  not  yet  paid  its  tax  bill 
and  interest  due. 

Carol  White  suggested  that,  like  other  towns  in  the  district,  Roxbury  should  recognize  its 
graduates  at  the  annual  Awards  Ceremony  at  the  High  School  and  award  them  $50.00  each. 
Dan  Stockwell,  school  principal,  spoke  in  favor,  saying  he  would  be  proud  to  hav  ehis  town 
recognize  its  graduates.  Townspeople  agreed  it  was  a  good  idea.  Selectmen  will  put  it  in  the 
budget  for  next  year.  For  this  year's  three  graduates  they  would  take  $75.00  out  of  the 
contingency  fund  to  match  to  residents'  contributions.  Harold  Cooke  promptly  donated 
$50.00  and  Glenn  White  followed  with  $25.00  to  cheers  and  clapping. 

Chief  Collier  announced  he  will  need  two  volunteers  to  be  contact  persons  with  the  State 
in  case  of  disaster. 

The  Town  Clerk  announced  interest  from  the  Townspeople  regarding  Town  History  and 
urged  Residents  to  come  forward  with  any  bits  of  history  and  give  them  to  the  clerk  to  be 
compiled  and  written  down. 

Residents  enjoyed  the  6th  Annual  Poluck  Supper.  Every  year  the  food  and  participation 
gets  better. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  9:30  p.m.
